T. Dorris, formerly of Harrisburg 
and a professor at Eastern Ken­ 
tucky State college at Richmond, 
is presenting to the Mitchell-Car. 
negie library of Harrisburg a copy 
of his recent book, “Pardon and 
Amnesty under Lincoln and Jo h n ­ 
son: 
The Restoration of the Con­ 
federates to their Rights and Privi­ 
leges, 1861-1898” 
Subject of the book was suggest­ 
ed to the author by the late James 
G. Randall of the University of 
Illinois. 
Dr. Randall, while presi­ 
dent of the American Historical as­ 
sociation, prepared in November, 
1952, an introduction of nine print­ 
ed pages to the volume. 
Dr. Dorris 
began, in earnest, his study of the 
subject in the summer of 1925.
